ITH the approach of sum-' 


mer, the outdoor world 

beckons to the dweller in 

city or town, and the 

flowing road calls to rich 

and not so rich who own 

ah automobile. On no 

other day of the week is 

this call so loud as on a 
bright warm Sunday. For many this 
is the only day on which a motor trip 
of any distance can be taken. 
there is the obligation of assisting at 
Holy Mass, and every Catholic worthy 
of the name will realize that this 
binds no less in summer than in win- 
ter, and binds, too, even at the cost 
of some little inconvenience and self- 
sacrifice. In our cities and larger 
towns it is usually easy enough to 
find a church where Mass is said at an 
early hour, thus permitting the tour- 
ist to satisfy the requirements of his 
Religion and still make a sufficiently 
early start for the recreational part 
of the weekly holiday. This is per- 
haps the best and safest way to solve 
the problem. But it may sometimes 
be convenient for the motorist to

town through which he passes. 

It would be well if our “motor- 
laity” remind themselves, not only of 
the absolute obligation of hearing 
Mass somewhere, but of one or two 
other circumstances as well.

Though it is not generally observed in the Church, 
today is the feast of Our Blessed Lady of Victory. 
This title was conferred on the Blessed Virgin in 
recognition of the unexpected victory over the Turks 
by Christians in the Battle of Lepanto seven centuries 

0, for which she was given credit, because the Chris- 
tian Arm had so earnestly besought her to intercede 
with her Divine Son to grant victory to the Christian 
cause for the benefit of Christianity and civilization. 
The founder of the Missionary Catechists, whose
